head tax of one 
dollar on each male dog and two dol­ 
lars on each female dog found within 
his jurisdiction. 
T h e a ssesso r collecting the dog tax 
shall be allowed a comm ission of ten 
p er cen t upon all taxes collected by 
lf him and shall tu rn into the county

of

p ensation of persons who have suffer­ 
ed loss or dam age on account of the 
destruction, loss or injury by dogs 
or sheep, lam b or goat, and claims 
for such loss or dam ages shall be pre­ 
sented to an allowed, w hen satisfac­ 
torily proven to th e county court.

Toll From Alcoholic Poisoning 


The investigation of the death of a Pittsburgh man, whose 
body was found in a vacant building in Wellsville, and in connec­ 
tion with which four youths, who are alleged to have been in his 
company, are under arrest, should drive home to southern Colum­ 
biana county people the danger of using concoctions sold under the 
name of liquor. 
Coroner J. M. Van Fossan, following an inquest, ruled that the 
man died of “alcoholism.” And this verdict was sustained by the 
belief of Wellsville authorities, who expressed the opinion that it 
another case of poison liquor. 
According to Chief of Police John W. Fultz, of Wellsville, one 
of the four youths arrested pending an investigation, confessed 
that he purchased liquor and gave it to the man a few hours be­ 
fore he died. 
This case emphasizes tin facU about liquor given the public 
the other day by a United States district attorney of New York. 
He said: 
“During the last two years the United States chemist attached 
to my office has analyzed 50,000 samples of seized liquor ot all 
kinds. 
More than 98 per cent of these s a m p l e s reveal synthetic 
liquor made from denatured alcohol. 
“The rye whisky is not rye whisky; the Scotch is not Scotch; 
the gin is not gin; the brandy is not brandy. 
Almost 99 per cent 
of the whole 50,000 samples had been manufactured right here 
in New York from denatured alcohol treated to remove as much 
of the poison as possible.” 
There were 511 deaths fruin alcoholic poisoning in New York 
City up to December I. 
Liquor in other cities is of about tho 
tame standard of purity and salubrity. 
And despite repeated warnings of physicians, prohibition en­ 
forcement officials and Otho iv, people continue to flirt with blind-. 
lies: . paralysis and death by drinking it.

\\ illiarc Ikpbtho, in si masterly atudy of Italian Fascism for 
the New York World, sweep.; away sonic confusing- myth., about 
that remarkable phase of Italian history. 
Mussolini and his fol­ 
lowers talk a great deal of philosophic bosh about their move­ 
ment. This American observer finds the whole thing- quite simple. 
“In short,” he concludes, “the whole baggage of Fascist 
theory its nationalism, its royalism, its gospel of violence, its 
anti-pi'riiamentarism and its denunciations of the liberty of the 
press, its hierarchy and its strange interpretations of Italian his­ 
tory, are not clauses in a social theory but sophisticated world- 
spinning around the incidents of an energetic and unscrupulous 
man’s march to power. 
“The lessons of Fascism to the world are not in its poor and 
presuniptuou: theorising, but in the deductions we can draw from 
its existence, thus: 
That in our present economic system, an in­ 
dustrial conflict is likely to turn into a coup d’etat and that a mod­ 
ern stat* can be held up and exploited and kept quiet by a band of 
adventurers. 
“Fascism ii. a social disease, a fever of the body politic, 
brought on bj disorganized industry and general depression. 
Thoro is no more a doctrine of Fascism than th e r e is a doc-trine of 
smallpox.” 
This i8 letter understood now in America than if was a 
while ago.

Capitalistic 
Civilization 
is Growing Here, he 
Writes. 


RER!.IN'. Deo. 28.—“Europe's mis­ 
sion has been taken over by America. 
The 
United 
States 
of 
America 
Is 
steadily and persistently dislodging 
Europe as the technical and economic 
•fioneer of the world and a capitalistic 
civilization of gigantic dimensions Is 
not opposed by au efficient political 
labor movement ” 
With these words. Paul Loebe, pres 
ldent of tho German Reichstag, in an 
article of the Vorwaerts, summarizes 
his Impressions gained during a visit 
'fo the United Stales as a delegate to 
the Interparliamentary Union. 
C alls Ii S. W asteful. 
Dwelling on the “amazing” activity 
in H ouse building, road construction 
and development of transport systems, 
describing the Fold works as “putting 
out 
motor 
cats 
like 
grasshopper 


swarms,” Loebe holds that the United i 
States wastes Itb raw materials. 
‘ It 
stitt leeks as lf the enormous natural 
resources 
were 
Inexhaustible. 
The 
luud is in firm hands, we were told, 
but we rode through districts for miles 
and miles, which no hand seems to 
have touched, to say ni t bing of the 
swamps of New Jersey, \ lrgtnia, and 
the deserts of Outarlo. 
"Over there in the west, we were 
we w ere told by Chicagoans, who look 
down a bit on the easterner us influ- 
1 need by European culture, over there 
New America grows up, where the 
land is more fertile and the climate 
more favorable. 
“Technique, organization, maximum 
efficiency and success is everything 
The standard of life of our Am erican 
collea gu es Is undoubtedly higher. The 
bulk of the m a sses can afford to dress 
better and take better and more food 
than our workers 
“But beyond that? 
With grammo- 
phone radio and films the American 
worker’s 
claim to life is exhausted. 
The rest belongs to the manager, pro­ 
prietor. trust or banking magnate 
Down in the ground floor a butcher 
kills pigs by the thousands, soaked 
with blood all over, and upstairs, in 
the fifteenth floor the monarch of the 
factory occupies his throne, a gentle 
iflan with distinguished manners and 
well cultivated hands, who draws mil­ 
lions from the gruesome work of his 
employee. 
“And all this Is poured over with a 
stran ge mixture of piety, placing a Bi­ 
ble on the bedroom table of every ho­ 
tel guest, opening every parliamentary 
se ssio n with a prayer, a piety, how­ 
ever, which Is symbolized by the fact 
that four office buildings of about 200 
metre height look down with pity upon 
a church tower of some 70 metres. 
C a lls Labor W eak. 
“In this mammonite atmosphere la 
bor movement, contrary to the asser­ 


tions of clerical congregations, is, po­ 
litically speaking, only a very light 
counterweight opposite Almighty cap­ 
ital. The world war and discord sh at­ 
tered the beginning of a political la­ 
bor movement. Some time ago Social­ 
ists occupied seven amongst 42 alder­ 
men seats In New York city, today 
they have none. 
The same goes with 
all other big chics. 
Socialist papers 
fight 
a 
laborious, 
hopeless 
battle 
against the 
big 
capitalistic papers. 
Election meetings of 
our American 
comrades, which we attended, revealed 
that the present status of the Ameri­ 
can Labor Movement Is not much bet­ 
ter than ours. 
“What Is the reason for this weak­ 
ness? 
The active part of 
the Ger­ 
man and British labor in the United 
States takes all ifs hopes on reaching 
Its alms by individual activity. It has 
therefore, no Interest 
in 
class war. 
Success of some individuals of lower 
classes, singled out by fate, intoxicates 
the musses. 
The influx of working 
masses incapable of organizing them ­ 
selves, continues. Negroes, Chinamen, 
Greeks, Italians and other Balkan na­ 
tives form u large percentage of Am­ 
erican labor. 
“Europe's mission has been taken 
over by America. 
I forecast that the 
Social powers, still 
latent, nyiy one 
day develop as erupti vely as .business 
today.”

The law m akes all dogs above the 
age of eight m o n th s personal proper 
ty, and assessors at tile tim e tlioy are 
m aking to collect 
head tax of one 
dollar on each m ale dog and two dol­ 
lars on each fem ale dog found within 
his jurisdiction. 
The assessor collecting the dog tax 
shall be allowed a commission of ton 
per cent upon all taxes collected by 
bim and shall tu rn into tho county 
A ., treasu rer n inety 
per 
cent 
of 
such 
taxes c,ollected by him, which shall 
be credited to the found for the com­ 
pensation of persons who have suffer­ 
ed loss or dam age on Recount of the 
destruction, loss or injury by dogs 
or sheep, lamb or goat, and claims 
for such loss or dam ages shall be pre­ 
sented to an allowed, when satisfac­ 
torily proven to th e county court. 
The law also provides that any dog 
above the ag© of eight m onths may 
be listed and assessed as other per 
sonal property, if the ow ner so d e­ 
sires.

Toll From A lcoholic Poisoning 


The investigation of the death of a Pittsburgh man, whose 
body WAS found in ft vacant building in Wellsville, and in t onnco­ 
tton with which four youths, who are alleged to have been in his 
company, are under arrest, should drive home to southern Colum­ 
biana county people the danger of using concoctions sold under the 
name of liquor. 
Coroner J. M. Van Fossan. following an inquest, ruled that the 
man diet! of ‘'alcoholism.” 
And this verdict was sustained by the 
belief of Wellsville authorities, who expressed the opinion that it 
•—^vas another case of poison liquor. 
According to Chief of Police John W. Lultz, of Wellsville, one 
of th- four youths arrested pending {in investigation, confessed 
that he purchased liquor and gave it to the man a few hours be­ 
fore he died. 
This case emphasizes the fact* alout liquor given the public 
the other day by a United Staten district attorney of New York. 


Ile said : 
“During the la: t two vt ars tho United States chemist attached 
t<* my office has analysed 50,000 sample^ ot seized liquor ol all 
kinds. 
More than OH per cent of these samples reveal synthetic 
liquor made from denatured alcohol. 
“The rye whisky is not rye whisky; the Scotch is not Scotch; 
the gin is not gin; the brandy is not brandy. 
Almost 99 per cent 
of the whole 50,000 sampler had been manufactured light here 
in New York front denatured alcohol treat'd to remove as much 
of the poison as possible.” 
There were 511 deaths from alcoholic poisoning in New York 
City up to December I. 
Liquor in other cities is of about tho 
lame standard of purity and salubrity. 
And despite replated warnings of physicians, prohibition en­ 
forcement officials and otto iv, people continue to flirt with blind­ 
ly s . pai.dysis and death by drinking it.

Coroner J. M. Van Fossan, following an inquest, ruled that the 
man died of ‘'alcoholism.” 
And this verdict was sustained by the 
belief of Wellsville authorities, who expressed the opinion that it 
■*vas another case of poison liquor. 
According to Chief of Police John W. Fultz, of Wellsville, one 
of the four youths arrested pending an investigation, confessed 
that he purchased liquor and gave it to the man a few hours be­ 
fore he died.
